REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . Claims 1-3 and 5-21 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. Claim 4 has been canceled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Applicant's arguments filed on 5/27/2008 are persuasive. The prior art of record 
fails to teach of the claimed invention. The feature of independent claim 1 
directed towards allowable subject matter is a voltage adjuster to adjust address 
voltages to provide adjusted row address voltages to the array of interferometric 
elements, wherein the voltage adjuster further comprises a resistor divider 
network configured to lower the address voltage amplitudes that are provided by 
the standardized display driver. The feature of independent claim 7 directed 
towards allowable subject matter is a method of manufacturing an array of 
modulator elements and an adjuster circuit, comprising: forming a resistor divider 
network configured to lower address voltage amplitude that are provided from a 
standardized display driver; and forming resistors from one metal layer and 
connecting the resistors with a subsequent metal layer. The feature of 
independent claim 16 directed towards allowable subject matter is a first 
resistor connected between the address line and a conductive bus, and a second 
resistor connected between the address line and an adjusted address line, 
wherein the resistor network lowers address voltage amplitudes provided by a 
standardized display driver. As in claims 1 and 7, Richards teaches of a like 
device but fails to teach of said resistor divider network of said voltage adjuster in 
combination with said interferometer elements. As in clam 16, Richards fails to 
teach of said resistor network. Therefore the above said features in combination 
with the other limitations of the above independent claims 1, 7, and 16, and 
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therefore claims 1-3 and 5-21, are found to be allowable over the prior art of 
record.
